SOCIETY HEARS ANNA SHAW 


Woman Suffragist Speaks to 
Fashionable New Yorkers. | 


Canteen Abolition as Aid to Politics in 
Tilinois. 


New York, Jan. 20.—[{Gpecial.}—The re- 
cently organized Equal Franchise society 
held a meeting upon invitation at the homeof 
ite president, Mre. Clarence Mackay, 244 
Madison avenue, thie afternoon, with the 
Rev. Anna Shaw, president of the National 
Woman Suffrage association, as speaker. 
Many prominent society women as well as 
women who have been prominent ti suffrage 
work for many years were present. 

They listened to arguments for women's 
suffrage and heard many references to cur- 
rent political topics. One flash was that 
women had not abolished the canteen, but it 
was done to save the Republican political 
face tn Illinois and Indiana. ! 

Among those tn attendance were Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor, Mre. O. H. P. Belmont, Mise | 
Gwendolyn Burden, Miss Netalie de Castro, 
Miss Duer, Mies Norah Godwin, Mrs. George 
Gould, Mrs. Phillip Lydig, Mr. Howard 
Mansfield, Mra. Paul Morton, Mre. W. Forbes 
Morgen, Mre. Stephen H. Pell, Mre. Rudoiph 
Sohirmer, Mre. Charlee H: Sherrill, Mre. J.

States Where Women Vote. 

Mrs. Mackay introduced Miss Shaw. who 
began her address by telling of conditions in 
states where women vote. She spoke of good ° 
comradeship between men and women. 

“I have never seen anything of the kind,” 
she said, ‘‘ in the states where women do not 
vote. For one thing, there is no slavish 
listening to the wisdom of men. The women 
know that men were not madé with special 
trapdoors in their heads through which: the 
Lord poured wisdom. They know the men 
get their wiadom by study and expérience 
the same as women. 

“ They have said that women would always 
vote ag their husbands do, but I did not find 
that the case. Where women have suffrage 
some vote as their husbands do, because their 
husbands sometimes vote right.”’ 

The speaker explained the election of Judge 
Ben Lindeey In Colorado, against whom the 
men were bitter and whom the women fa- 
vored. 

“I would have felt much like the husbands 
there,’ she said. “Judge Lindsey had bolted 
his party at a critical moment end the men 
were bitter. So were the women at first. 
But the women and workingmes who had 
childrea elected him. 

Meets Domestic Discord Plea. 

“It has been said political disagreements 
of husbands and wives would make domestic 
discord, but I do not see any. I know a 
great deal of family life. I know that when 
husbands and wives want to quarrel they 
do not wait for a political question to finda 
cause.” 

In reply to a question as to the vote of ig- 
norant and bad women she said: 

“ The most ignorant, the coarsest, and most 
drunken woman wants her children to be 
better than she is. Motherhood does a great 
deal for women 

“It is not from tiie mass of the people 
that grafters work, but from among officials 
An legislative bodies.” 

The speaker told of an interview with 
“ Billy Green,” leader of the tenderloin dis- 
tricts of Denver last eleetion day, when she 
asked him how the women were voting. 

“ Nothing doin’,” said Billy.
